followed the general collapse of the Great War,

Again in our domestic auction market there was little activity 
not only in the field of foreign coins, but also in the field of the 
American series, no significant collections coming upon the auction market, 
with three notable exceptions: the Judge Slack collection of Pieneer Gold 

. @Oins,. The very unusual collection of South and Central American coins 
and medals of the late George “teel Gkilton, which for many years had 
remained hidden away and unimown to the numismatic public; and the splendid 
general collection, rich in Americans and Canadians, but also containing 
some fine foreign material, the property of the late W.W.C.Wilson of 
Yontreal, A thought of sadness and regret that the labors of these 
ardent collectors have ceased, and the worke of their lifetime are again 
scattered must always enter into am our contemplation of their treasures, ; 
when they are for a last time presented to the numismatic public in their 


final memorial + an auction catalogue, + truly w can say in numismatics 
also: “sic transit gloria numri*.

FOREIGN 

It is with regret that I preface my report with an apology, 
but it seems te be impossible to get any definite information here ae 
to what new issues of foreign paper money have appeared during 1925, or 
w hat changes have taken place, “beyond the current report and financial 
statistics that have been published. This has compelled me to write — 
more ef the general conditions existing as regards the use of _— 
meney abread, than the "money" itself, 

Burepe has suffered tremendously from depreciated and bad 
money, and the greatly disturbed conditions in recent years have been, 
ina large measure, produced by disturbed currency systems, w hich 
have upset the economic life of the countries, oa ( 

Paper money, representing the higher values, is and will 
continue te be generally in use, but ere substitutes such as 
aluminum, nickel, brass and even silver’ have, as @ rule, taken the 
place of small denominations. ‘The lecal town and business corporation 
“money”, of w hich such vast quantities were issued during the war, 
has become ebsolute and valueless. 

The financial situation in Murope is materially better than 
@® year ago, due to the fact that conditions are more restful, production 
inerensing, unemployment decreasing, crepg more promising and shipping 
improving, although there is still some unce¢tainty in several countries. 
The competition in trade from countries favored by depreciated currency 
has been unfortunate, but is gradually disappearing. : 

x There has been a greatly increased demand for silver, of late, 
ow ing to the resumption ef Suropean coinage, and it has had 

a decidedly stimulating effect on the market. as, 2 


fhe intricate maze of financial transactions which followed 
the aftermath of the w ar is being gradually Cleared up, and the 
general restoration of the gold standard is new possible. The 
following countries are already on a gold basis: England, lielland, 
Switzerland and Swedden; Denmark and Norway are also gradually 
appreaching this condition. Austria, Germany, Poland, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Latvia, Lithuania, Finland and Russia have also 
stabalized their exchange rates with reference +o gold; so, with the 
exception of latin Europe, most ef the countries now do business on 
a gold wake. France, Belgium, Italy and Greece are the weakest spots 
in the exchange situation at present. One of the unfortunate situations 
brought about by the war, and subsequent changes is that there now 
exist in Europe tw enty seven different currency units, as compared 
with ten in 1915. It would certainly be of great commercial advantage 
ifa new unit could be adopted, uniform fer all countries. qe 

ENGLAND - One of the great events of the year, as w ell as one 
ef the most encouraging, W as the restoration of ‘sun Mak enna th the 
gold standard. This happened in April, 1925, when @ bill was passed 
permitting the Bank of England and Treasury notes to be convertible 
inte gold, at the eption of the Bank. ‘The gold standard has been 
successfully mintained, although seme difficulties have since been 
encountered, owing to the large demanda of India, Helland, etc. ‘There 
would seem to he no uncertainky in the outlook, when we consider that 
over 70% of the gold mined in the w orld in 1924 came from the British 
Bapire, more particularly South Aftica. 

The stabilization of the pound sterling will have a far 
reaching effect on other countries, particularly the weaker ones; they 
w ill all feel more honest and self respecting if their currency is — 
convertible inte gold, and this will alee inspire confidence: and 


; qrennly facilitate international transactions, 


FRANCE - The French franc is still sadly depreciated and has 
latejy been quoted at from 34 to 33 cents, having gone down again 
during the past year. This has created great concern in all directions 
and it is quite evident that something will have te be done soon in 
order to avert a financial eres. The trouble has been largely the 
result ef an unfortunate system of book keeping by the Bank of France 
Ww hich purpesely hit’ the great increase in paper circulation; this, 

w hen discevered, preduced a cricia, ‘and resulted in the government 
credit being seriously wremon: The great problem ahead fer the 
government wii be the balancing of the budget. 

The general prosperity existing in France, and the fact that 
there is plenty of w ork and pay, not only for her own five million 
laborers and mechanics, but also for tw © million foreign workers, and 
the general productiveness there, makes the outlock different from that 
ef other countries that have suffered from great depreciation in their 
"money", and, in a measure, inspires confidence, and leads us te 
expect that with the raising of increased and fairly distributed 
taxes, and the reduction of government expenses, improved conditions 
w ill soon follow. It has become quite evident that the situation 
in Continental Burepe can hardly be expected to clear up and return te 
normal as lone as the value of the franc is a mtter of uncertainty, 
and it will undeubtedly have to be revalued and areata ed 80 that 
the country can return to a gold basis. : Spee , 

‘ITALY is on a better financial basis than a year age, and 
although the lira is still depreciated and only worth about 4 cents, 
the settlement of foreign debts, and the recent loan ef one hundred 
millien dellars, to be used largely for stabilizing currency conditions, 
have inepired confidence. Italy, however, is etill eee to some 
extent, on adjustments sh Land rest ef Burope. 

As to the BRLGTA, frano, the same general remarks apply ¢ sae

Regarding GERMANY, I thought I was through w ith the story 
of the disastrous paper mark in my report of last year, but though 
practically dead, it still had to expire and be cfficially buried. 

This event took place on June Sth, 1925, and up to'that time the 
former paper mark W as exchangeable at one trillion for a single 
reichsmark, on a gold basis; now the privilege has expired and they 
have no vadue. Te have redeemed them at par, the German Republic would 
have needed more than the negotiable w ealth of the entire world, 

The visions of riches of meny residing in foreign countries 
whe invested untold sums ef money in marks, said to be conservatively 
estimated at two hundred and fifty million dollars, has resulted in 
practically a total loss. - a . ee 

The depreciation caused by this biggest currency debacle in 
all histery, net only ruined mny of the better class of German. people 
whe lad money invested, but alse caused the banks to lese about 70% of 
their assets; there w ere, how ever, many business men and corporations 
smart enough to foresee the inevitable end, and invosted their funds 
in money of other countries, or even deposited it se beid. 

Those w he did not see what would happen were ‘practically 
illustrated ina "Travelogue on Germany and Berlin” at Carnegie Hall 
last month when the lecturer expaciated at some length on the er 
unfortunate conditions existing in Germany, showing in motion pictures 
fine old men, formerly of means, now striving te earn a living in ; 
Berlin by selling nei Spapers, shining shoes, etec.; alse the many nice 
locking eld ladies in the bread line in the early morning, waiting for 
their daily dele; of course he did not mention that they were the 
victine of Germany's financial juggernaut. 

The reichemrk seems to be definitely established on a gold 
basis, and improved financial conditions will fellow as s00n as times 
become more prosperous. This will be largely influenced by the 


currency situation°in neighboring Sountiies. 

AUSTRIA Drastic currency and fiscal referm in Austria has 
brought abeut a great aes. In March, 1925, a new unit, the schilling 
_w orth nominally 14 1/89 was authoriz ed, w hich should replace the 
paper crew n on the basis of ens schilling fer ten thousand crowns, 
formerly worth 20¢ oy or in other words, the crow n w. as 
standardized at 14 1/8 ten thousandths of a cent. | 

| whe Austrian government set the date as May lat when the 
banks must change their accounts from crowns to schillings. Az a 
matter ef fact the change toek place almest at once, owing te the great 
difficulty in figuring with SO mony etpiers. This was unfertunate, as 
there w as not sufficient time for the government to produce either 
coins or notes in the new currency, nie Keo-enie, ¥ as everceme in 
April, when ene hundred schilling notes w ere issued, representing 
our million paper crow ns, amd smaller notes soon follewed. As in the 
case of Germany, the great depreciation of the crowresulted in | 
serious disaster to muny of thexexeXe well-to-do . em 

It is te be heped that thie method which has solved the 
problem of regulating finances may enable the country to keep ona 
gold basis. : 7, ae 

POLAND’S financial condition is uncertain, and, in & measure, 
chactic; the new ly introduced (silver) zloty, standardized at about 
109, bas dropped to “ur This, so far as I know, is “the only instance 
where the recently adepted ee74 basis has not peen successfully 
me intained, 

Regarding RUSSIA I have no new reliable information since 
laet year, beyond the fact that the veiume of currency in circulation 
is said to have doubled. From the reperts w e hear of the peasants 
reserting so largely to barter and exchange in business transactions, 


it would seem that there was no satisfactory circulating medium tei: 
te any great extent, outside of the cities and tow NB. 

Rubles and chervonetz are no longer quoted in foreign exchange 
lists published here, and, at a matter of fact, the country seems to 
pe out ef the general trend as regards European affairs, and more in 
@ Class w ith Turkey, Fersia, China and other unknown quantities. 

The time w il1 come w hen Russia w ill have to recognize her 
responsibility te poth her ow n and other people, a and change many of 
her policies, particularly as te foreign debts in erder te inspire 
confidence and justify the extension of greatly needed eredars” 

SOUTH AMERICA, the FAR BAST and JAPAN are on a more sound 
currency basis, showing continued improvement, and money has become 


gradually more stabiliz ed in these ceuntrices,

REPORT OF THE CURATOR 
November 18, 1926 


Since its last meeting, the Society has embarked 
on a new policy which we hope will be productive of very 
beneficial results. In September we sent out our first 
traveling exhibit ef coins, consisting of “a comprehensive 
arrangement to illustrate the development of coinage from 
its inception to the present day", to quote the title of 
the main diaplay card. This exhibit is similar to the one 
on view.- here in the first aix cases, but smaller. It 
is arranged by centuries{ 26 in all} ten coins to a cen- 
tury or roW (260 coins in all), with main headings, des- 
eriptive century placards, and short individual labels 
under each coin. All were sent out in a box with instruc- 
tions and photographs to show arrangement and lay-out. 

This;was exhibited in Worcester in october and is 
now being shown in IndiananSlis. It will then go to 
various art musewns in different cities throughout the 
country. The schedule has not been wholly completed, 
but it will go to museums in the following cities during 
1927: Rochester, Dayton, Denver, Omaha, St. Louis, 
Minneapolis, Buffalo, and Baltimore. 

It is too early as yet to make much of any comment 
except to say that the two museums that have received it 


so far have been most enthusiastic concerning its appear- 


ance and make-up. The Worcester Art Museum has ordered 


photographs of the coins for their files. 


Since the Spring Meeting, the Curator has 
attended the Convention of the Museum Association, held 
here in New York in April, and the Convention of The 
American Numismatic Association, held in Washington in Serte> 


September. 


AS near as one can make month by month or year 
by year comparisons, it can be safely stated that the 
number of interested visitors asking to ses certain things, 
or desiring specific information or he}p on numismatic 
or related lines, has been on the increase. This applies 


as weil to correspondence. 


The growth of the Cabinet this year has been 
remarkable. As reported at the April meeting, the 
accessions for the first three and a half months of 
this year was 2,067, as against 536 for the same period 
of the year before. Since the April meeting we have 
received &!2 pieces against 2,698 pieces for the 
corresponding period last year; making a total so far “ox 
for 1926 of G!%X pieces, as against 3,743 pieces cover-

The detailed account of the more specific donations 
is generally reserved for the Annual Report, but mention 
now of some of the more outstanding accessions and 
their donors should certainly be included now. 

During the summer there was turned over to us, on 
deposit, the D. G, Mills collection of coins found in 
Egyrt and formed by a Mr. Farman, comprising 3,355 pieces. 

From S. W. Adler came a collection of $73 Chinese 
pieces, all on silk mounts, that originally was brought 
to this country by one of the Chinese Commissioners to 
the World's: Fair, Chicago, in 1893. It had been packed 
away ever since. 

From Alfred S. Tuttle came a collection of about 700 
United States and foreign coins and medals. This collection 
had ceased to interest him so he turned it over to us as 
the most logical pados to give it. 

We received from Charles Wi. Schmall, at-frequent 

ost ap 
intervals, about 330 coins and medals that he thought should 
be represented in our omens 


Messrs. Newell, Gillingham, Powell and Firestone have 
continuously borne us and our needs in mind by frequent 
gifts of interesting and desirable pieces. 

An interesting purchase from the last Wilson sale 
is an Indian Peace wedal, of the “Hungry Wolf” type, composed 
of two hollow shelis fastened together, a practice not un- 
common in the making of some medals of this period. Without 
exhaustively looking into the matter, this piece, made in 
this manner, is unrecorded; yet at the sale it brought less 
than a similar piece in solid metal that has no claim to any 
great rarity. \ 


In closing, I wish to state that already our 


first Christmas donation to the Cabinet has been received.

Mr. PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN NUMISMATIC SOCTETY: 
3 In reporting on work since the Spring Meeting 

it is necessary to bear in mind that the summer is the 

fallow portion of the year; that during this season the 

regular vacations occur, and that for our small staff 

the absence of any one of our number imposes a burden 

on those that remain. This year we had another adjust- 

ment to make through the resignation of Miss Earle, who 

for six years has so faithfully and efficiently handled 

the details of our publications. 

During the summer interval, however, there has 
peen a noticeably increased interest in the work and 
objects of our Museum, especially on the part of those 
we have so long been trying to attract - college 
students. Students at the Columbia University Summer 
School came to our building, often in large groups. 
Since the opening of the present academic year, one 
of the professors at New York University has assigned 
to members of his classes the looking up of coins 


which they might find here on exhibition. Teachers 


wo 


of the Classics seem to appreciate the advantages of 
our collection much more than the teachers of 
American History; but with the awakening interest 

in Mediaeval studies, the riches to be drawn from 
the coinages of this period may be expected to at- 
tract in this field also. 

In the second of the lecture trips taken 
by your Secretary under the auspices of the American 
Institute of Archaeology, as part of his vacation, 
it was gratifying to find in a number of the smaller 
Colleges, fairly creditable collections of coins and 
a very laudable appreciation of their importance. 
Last April we had a word from Professor Andrews 
about his class at Cornell. Since then, I have learned 
of two other universities which anticipate offering 
courses in ancient coins. One of our members, ina 
mid-western city, has established a precedent which 
is hopeful. To a professor in one of the neighboring 
universities, he sent a collection of 100 dinariae 
which were to be offered to students at cost. It is 
pleasant to learn that the first hundred were quickly 
absorbed and a second lot sent for. 


The Far-Hastern section of our Cabinet is 


made available to Orientalists through the membership 
of several of our number in the active Qriental Club 
of this City. 

In the Modern field cur medals nave Sot 
the attention of visitors through their aesthetic 
appeal when the historical element of the coins had 
failed to touch them. 

With the contacts that we have already made, 
it is not too much to hope for a steady growth and 


a fuller appreciation of our efforts for the future.

The seventy-fourth Anmual meet ing of the American Numismatic 
Soc lety was held at the Society's Museum, on January 9th, 1932. The 
meeting was called to order at 3405 P. M., President Newell in the chair. 

On motion, the reading of the minutes of the preceding meeting 


was omitted.

‘As you doubtless appreciate, the year elapsed since the last 
annual meeting has been one of retrenchment and wary procedure. For 
this reason my annual report is neither exciting nor long. But they say 
that “happy is the country that has no history;', . Whether this be so or 
not, the American Numismatic Soc iety will be congratulated on its compara- 
pe eae position. 

By ihe ante timed generosity of our great patron the Society was 
enabled to erect its new home, to reconstruct its old quarters, to establish 
itself upon a firm foundation just before the great crash overtook the world. 
Since then the farsighted wisdom of the Treasurer, the sage advice of the 
Counce il and the careful planning, restraint, and loyal cooperation of the 
staff have mintained progress compatible with safety. The Treasurer's 
annual statementy (which you are about to hear), shows that, so far, all 
is very well indeed with the financial situation of our institution in 
spite of what the world has been through in the unhappy year of 1931. 

Our membership has fallen off slightly, as was only to have been 
expected, but fortunately not to any very alarming extent. Death has done 
us more real harm in this respect than the financial crisis, and we have to 
deplore the loss of several outstanding members whom we could ill spare, 
The list is sadly long and I ao not wish to add to the general depression by 
dwelling upon it now. But I cannot refrain from mentioning my greatest 
personal loss, name ly, that of our good friend John Reilly who might be 


said to have been one of the charter members of the present administration 


and for many years my veritable "alter ego”, During the reorganization of 


1916, and for long afterward, he was the indispensible member of the Board

of Governors, anid mech of our progress since that year has been due to his 
enthusiasm, vision, and, teeta to his lovableness, his unfailing good 
nature and ever-ready sense of humor, which smoothed over so many 4 rough 
place.

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Secretary's Report.

Ladies and Gemtlemen of the American Numismatic Society: 
In my last report as 

Secretaryy we recorded the evening sessions at which the film showing the "Medal 
Maker" was presented, and 4 second meeting at which we listened to a report on the 
work of Dr. von der Osten in Asia Minor. On May 28th we had the privilege of listen- 
ing to a lecture by Baron Max von Oppenheim, illustrated with slides showing the very 
important material found by him in his excavations at Tell Halaf. The attendance 
at this meting was excellent, considering the lateness of the season. The material 
presented was most interesting. In contrast, the attendance at the fall meeting 
of the Society called for November 21 was not sufficient to provide a quorum. 

At our meeting in May, mention was mde of the heavy toll levied by 
death during the first four months of the year. That roll has been very consider- 
ably increased during the intervening months, and at the head must be placed the 
name of Mr. Belden, at one time the Director of this institution, and, at the time 
of his death, an Honorary Councillor. There are & few of our members who have had 
the best interests of this Society ae continuously at heart. We shall always re- 
member how much the growth of our collection of decorations owes to Mr. Belden's 
interest and to the interest of those whose aid he enlisted. We do well to re- 
member also his later interest in Indian Peace medals and his insistence that this 
field was a most appropriate one for development by the American Numismatic Society. 
Some of our choicest pieces in this group would never have been acquired but for the 
action of Mr. Belden, and his success is the more noteworthy because it was often 
in the face of discouraging conditions. His publications, although not numerous, 
are monuments of patient research and record much mterial which can not be 
neglected by later workers in his field. The announcement that he had received 
the Huntington Medal at our last annual meeting was everywhere received with

approbation. We hope ultimately to publish his manuscript on "Life Saving Medals" 
which was practically complete at the time of his death. Mr. Edward Dean Adams 

at the time of his death was an Honorary Governor. He became a fellow of this 
Society in 1901 and his kindly sympathy with the aims of our museum will not be 
soon forgotten. His greatest interest was in modern medals and our collection owes 
a great deal to his generosity. Because of this it was possible for us to acquire 
many desirable mdals and plaques, in connection with both of the International 
exhibitions of medals, the first of which was held at the inauguration of the 
building and the second a few years ago. He was largely responsible for several of 
the medals issved by our Society, especially during the war period. The valuable 
set of Mionnet'ts works in our library(Thomas Burgon's copy ) was his gift. 

The prominence of two of New York's citizens needs no citing by me. 
Mortimer L. Schiff was a warm friend of our institution and a generous contributor 
to its collections. Daniel Chester French for many years was known as the Dean 
of American sculptors. Mr. S. Hudson Chapman of Philadelphia had been a fellow 
of this Society since 1906. Mr. Henry Walters of Baltimore and Mr. E.R. Ackerman , 
of northern New Jersey, were figures of national a, ae May the gaps in our 
ranks be filled by friends as devoted as these have been. 

As a summary of the foregoing, lz fellows feaedtfe have died during 1931, 
of which 9 were fellows for life, two were transferred to the class of associate, 
one resigned and one has been dropped leaving the total number of fellows at the 
present time as 116. 

Of the assoc lat es, 24 have been elected during the year and two had to 


transfer from the class of fellows. There have been 7 associates who have died, 


14 have resigned and 11 have been dropped, making a net total of 317.

Ladies and Gentlemen of the American Numismatic Society: 


During the past year, the 
coin staff has been engaged in the further arranging of the various collections 
in the new vault, taking care of the new accessions and working upon several 
bares collections that have come in. Chief among these was a large collection 
of many thousand pieces from the New Jersey Historical Society. These we have 
largely gone over, and have mde a selection for The-Historical Society and have 
retained about a thousand pieces for ourselves. Included in this was the Canfield 
collection of Bolivian co ins numbering about four hundred pieces, which the New 
Jersey Historical Society have placed on permanent loan with our Society. The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art has placed with us on loan a collection of coins and 
medals. We have also arranged and catalogued two large collections for other 
people. Miss Cox left in September to do excavation work in Cyprus, so that 


now the coin room staff consists of Mr. Robertson and myself. 


The exhibitions have remained virtwally unchanged since the last meeting. 
‘The travelling exhibition of coins arranged by centuries has been loaned to 
another museum and in its place an exhibition of Washington material has been 
put on display. The Robertson colisction of coin scales, which is on exhibition, 
has been purchased by the Society and a few new specimens have ieeitiae 
have added seventy half dimes to our collection, purchased from Dr. D. W. 
Valentine at a price much less than one half of their market value. During the 
year we purchased a large plaque of Robert Louis Stevenson, by St. Ggudéns, and 
Mr. Fraser's plaque of Mr. {&) Mrs. Albright. Mr. George D. Pratt has presented 


us with two large plaques which were made to be placed on stone markers along 


the Oregon Trail and the Pony Express routes.

i Gentlemen of the American Numismatic Society:

importance. This is not entirely due to the Huntington Library fund, although 
this furnishes a heavy percentage of the additions. 

Some of our members will recall the list of meadeoaR medals which 
appeared in the American Journal of Numismtics over a period of years. 
This was the work of Dr. Horatio Storer, one of the most distinguished physicians 
of America. This life work of his father has now been supplemented and published 
in a thick volume of 1146 pages by Dr. Malcom Storer, who has mide some ad= 
ditions and to whose pen we owe an introduction describing the types on ancient 
coins having a bearing on this subject. This very welcome gift adds to our 
library a volume. which none of us will live to see superseded.

No, 49—<4m=£Two Roman Hoards from Dura~Huropos , by Alfred R. Bellinger 
with sixteen plates illustrating Greek Imperial and Roman coins discovered

No. 50 —Notes on the Ancient Coins of Hispania Citerior, by George 
F, Hill, with thirty-six double plates plus one single plate. A paper on

Ladies and Gentlemen @f the American Numism tic Society: 
The financial condition 

of most numismtic sbitadibees during 1931 has not been conducive to their 
usual generosity to this department of the Society's collection. However, 
a few of our friends have remembered us and given - in all —- about one hundred 
pieces to the splendid collection we already own, 

The out standing contributor of the past year is Mrs. George J. S, 
Kedrov, who has present ed seven breast stars (or plaques); The Austrian Orders 
of Leopold and of Franz Joseph; the Order of Danilo of Montenegro; the Brunswick 
order of Henry the Lion; the Order of St. Hubert of Bavaria; the Serbian Order of 
Milosh the Great (founded by Alexander I in 1898), also the Badge of Order of the 
Rising Sun of Japan and the Russian Judiciary Badges. Mr. Alan W. Hazelton donated 
the Russian Order of Distinction and a medal of St. George. 

General DeWitt Clinton Falls, who seems to have the Society uppermost 
in his thought when new medals or decorations are to be had, has generously 
contributed twenty pieces, among which might be mentioned the medal given soldiers 
and sailors in the Philippine campaign by the Daughters of the Confederacy; the Nether- 
land medal to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of Queen Wilhemina's birth; 
five miniature medals and several State Service medals. The Society has also 
received directly, the Collar Star, Badge and Button of the Order of St. lazare 
of France. This valuable gift is worthy of especial note, as it indicates the 
fact thet our collection is recognized abroad as worthy of being kept up to date. 

One member of your committee has also given a star of the Polish Order 
of the White Eagle; the badge of the Order of Milosh the Great of Serbia,(to go 


with the star presented by Mrs. Kedrov); one Uraguay medal and two Chinese 


decorations.

The coinage of the 
various mints of the United states for the year 1931 is interesting in 
the fact that fewer pieces were produced than in any year since 1874, 
No half or quarter dollars were made and in gold only twenty-dollar 
pieces were struck at Philadelphia and Denver; and onlyp comparatively 
small number of nickels was struck at the San Francisco mint. The 
sm11 number of one cent pieces mde shows that the deficiency caused 
by the hoarding of Indian head cents has been taken care of. For 
foreign countries, the number of pieces struck has been small, about 
4,000,000 pieces for Honduras and about a half million for Panama. The 
new Washington quarter dollar will be out early this year,

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tp There is very little to report in regard to United States paper money for 
the past year. ) 

(The small-size paper money has almost entirely supplanted the old large size, 
and very little complaint is heard regarding the change. The criticism most 
frequently 
BXKEHREK heard about the new money; is the lack of a visible silk fibre in 
the paper used. The silk is there, but it requires an expert examination 
to find it. This does not seem to be what the public wants. It has so long 
been used to seeing the silk fibre when held to the light, that its absence 
is very much missed. The result is that very few examine the paper for a notes 
genuineness. 

@ The notes of the Federal Reserve banks are now generally bearing each Dis- 
trict's symbol letter in place of the District number. This, it is thought, 
will help to prevent misunderstanding by ignorant persons who sometimes took 
the District number for the denomination of the note. 

@ Counterfeiters are still putting out spurious bills, some of which are very 
good imitations of genuine money. Happily, we have an efficient Secret 


Service who are gathering in these criminals as quickly as possible.
